omen are underrepresented in 
leadership positions for plenty of 
reasons: They’re stereotyped as 


being less competent than men, they aren't as 
aggressive, and there’s a perception that they 
can’t lead and raise a family at the same time. 

Now, research from Harvard Business 
School adds yet another reason to the list: 
Women aren't in leadership positions because 
they just don’t want the jobs as much as men 
do. 

The paper, published in the Proceedings of 
the National Academy of Sciences, incorpo- 
rates nine studies conducted on various high- 
achieving groups. Combined, the research 


indicates that women value power less than 
men do, and the studies try to explain the 
phenomenon. 

In one of the studies, conducted on 
650 recent MBA graduates, researchers had 
participants rank their current position in 
their industry, their ideal position and the 
highest position they could realistically at- 
tain. Women had no doubt they could “real- 
istically attain” the same level of success as 
men, but they listed lower ideal positions. 

Another one of the studies helps explain 
that finding, by suggesting women have more 
negative associations with power than men 
do. 


“Women expect more stress, burden, 


conflicts, and difficult trade-offs to accom- 
pany high-level positions,” said Alison Wood 
Brooks, a co-author of the paper and an as- 
sistant professor of business administration 
at Harvard. 

One explanation for why power stresses 
women out: They have less time in which to 
attain a greater number of goals. In another 
of the nine studies, researchers asked about 
800 working adults to rank their goals, de- 
fined as “things that occupy your thoughts 
on a routine basis, things that you deeply care 
about, or things that motivate your behavior 
and decisions.” The women surveyed not only 
listed more goals, but a smaller proportion of 
those goals were related to achieving power. 


“Right now, it is likely that women have 
more goals in life because pursuing career and 
family goals simultaneously is a relatively new 
concept for women,” Brooks added. In other 
words, women feel more inclined to have it 
all than men, who listed fewer personal goals, 
and that means making compromises some- 
where. 

“T hope these findings will lead people and 
managers to ask [workers their preferences],” 
said Francesca Gino, another co-author of the 
paper. “Some women may deeply care about 
power, some may not. Some may see too many 
negatives. For the latter category, talking may 
lead to identifying opportunities that remove 
some of those negatives.”

Chicago is not exactly a friend to animal 
owners, according to a study of the 100 most 
populated cities in the US. 


According to a WalletHub study, Chicago ranks as one 
of the worst cities in the US. for pet lovers. The study 
took in factors such as the number of veterinarians, pet 
businesses, dog parks and animal shelters per 100,000 
residents in different cities to come up with the rankings. 
Cincinnati was ranked the best city in the U.S., with New- 
ark, N,J., right at the bottom. 

Chicago was only slightly better than Newark, coming 
in at 94. Local pet lovers and pet experts are divided on 
the results. 

Realtor Larissa Brodsky is inclined to agree with the 
findings. Earlier this month at Lake Shore Park, where 
dogs frequently play unleashed, the Streeterville resident 
lamented that there are not more places for her to take her 
black English cocker spaniel, Nell. 

“There is no place to take a dog out,” she said. “Every- 
where there are signs [that say] ‘No dogs,’ ‘No dogs,’ and I 
think it’s not fair to people who pay property tax or who 
pay high rent and live in downtown Chicago.” Brodsky 
likes shopping at stores that allow dogs, such as Neiman 
Marcus, and said dogs need big spaces in which to run 
around. 

“They have to run,” she said. “They cannot only walk 
or sleep.” 

However, Collin Creach, who works in software and 
recently moved to Chicago from Florida with his fiancée 
and their rescue dog, a lab and shepherd mix named Penny, 
had nothing but nice things to say about the Windy City. 

“We've found it to be a very pet-friendly city even be- 
fore we lived here, just seeing dogs around kind of was part 
of the compelling reason of wanting to live in the city ina 
place like Streeterville,” he said. 

Creach, 25, and his fiancée enjoy taking Penny to Lake 
Shore Park and respect how there are “nicely groomed 
grass areas” along Lake Shore Drive that prohibit dogs. 

“We follow rules, so it’s not a big deal,” he said. “But

places like [Lake Shore Park], we just pick up 
after our dog, we always bring bags, so I feel 
like as long as you’re not making an exception 
to the rule, then you're not really standing out 
having a pet here.” 

Blair Neal-Fabian, who works in advertis- 
ing and lives in Wicker Park with her husband 
and their female dog, Bailey, doesn’t think 
Chicago is a horrible place to have a pet, but 
she does wish there were more green areas in 
her neighborhood and in the city in general. 

“She’s a rescue dog, so she’s kind of tem- 
peramental with who she’s around and stuff, 
so she probably doesn’t make it out to as many 
public places as some other dogs, but there’s 
not really any grass here,” Neal-Fabian, 32, 
said from the front of her home, where she 
sat chatting with her husband while Bailey 
sat close by. “Even if you’re going to walk your 
dog around the block, I mean, it’s cement. I 
know it’s kind of hard to do in a super con- 
densed area, but it’s very hard to find just a 
grassy spot for your dog, and dogs love grass.” 

The Chicago Park District does not agree 
with the survey results. According to CPD 
spokeswoman Zvezdana Kubat, there are 23 
so-called Dog Friendly Areas in Chicago. 

“We disagree with the results of this survey, 
as the Chicago Park District recognizes the 
importance of dog friendly areas (DFAs) in 
our parks, as they provide safe places for dogs 
to exercise, play and socialize,” Kubat said 
in an email. “Currently, there are nearly two 
dozen DFAs in Chicago and the number of 
DFAs has increased each year for the past ten 
years. Furthermore, the Park District has sup-

ported the development of these areas based 
on community input and request.” 

Marcia Coburn, president of the Red Door 
Animal Shelter, finds it “a little shocking and 
very disappointing that Chicago, which is 
such an urbane and sophisticated city in so 
many ways, would be so low in something like 
this.” 

When pet owners come to Red Door and 
say they cannot take care of their animal, the 
issue they have can depend on the type of ani- 
mal. 

“I think with cats and dogs sometimes it’s 
the fact that people need to move and often 
they can’t find a new place, a rental, that will 
allow their pet to come with them and they 
don’t also maybe particularly prioritize that,” 
she said, adding that “we hear that more and 
more, that it’s more and more difficult to find 
rental properties that will allow animals, par- 
ticularly dogs, bigger dogs, over 20 pounds.” 

Coburn is particularly concerned about the 
welfare of pet rabbits, and said that the prob- 
lem with rabbits is that the owners just don’t 
understand their needs. 

“They're just kind of considered, unfortu- 
nately, disposable pets, and they don’t make 
noise like cats or dogs and so they’re kind of 
the silent victim here,” Coburn said. 

Anna Morrison-Ricordati, a lawyer who 
works on cases involving animals, said via 
email that the biggest challenge for Chicago 
pet owners is knowing the laws that apply. 
She noted that Chicago is not the worst city 
on the list and that it may have the “greatest 
hope for improvement.” 


WalletHub ranked the pet-friendliness of the 100 most populated cities in the U.S. 
based on 16 relevant metrics, such as veterinary care costs, number of pet businesses 
and number of dog parks. The metrics were divided up into three key categories, 
which helped determine the overall ranking of the cities: budget (total weight of 5), 
health care & wellness (total weight of 10), and outdoor environment & amusement

Ly Tampa, Fla., (overall No. 4) 
was No.1in outdoor environ- 
ment & amusement. 


She wrote that Illinois and Cook County 
animal protection laws, such as anti-dog fight- 
ing laws and anti-cruelty laws, are some of the 
best in the country. She also praised the qual- 
ity and availability of pet-related services and 
animal shelters. 

“With a better understanding of the City 
Codes (and perhaps some revision), Chicago 
might someday be one of the most animal 
friendly cities in the US!” she wrote in an 
email. 

Michael San Filippo, a spokesman for the 
American Veterinary Medical Association, 
whose headquarters are in Schaumburg, 
thinks Chicago is a good city for pets and 
their owners. 

“From what I’ve seen, Chicago is a great 
place to have a pet,” San Filippo said in an 
email. “I think business owners and govern- 
ment officials in Chicago, like most large 
cities, recognize the bond people have with 
their pets and want to create an environment 
where pets are welcome. That means more 
pet-friendly restaurants and workplaces, dog 
parks and green space, and other attractions 
and resources developed with pets and their 
people in mind.” 

Matt Nordloh, 55, lives in Dearborn Park 
with his dogs Scooter and Lucy, a bichon frise 
and a Boston rat terrier, respectively. He has 
had a “very positive” experience as a dog own- 
er in Chicago and thinks his area is pet-friend- 
ly. He noted that he lives near Lake Michigan 
and within walking distance of parks. 

“T don’t see where it’s unfriendly for dogs 
whatsoever,” he said.

Traci Thibodeaux, an education consul- 
tant who lives in Printer’s Row with her male 
black Labrador, Trey, is also happy. She did 
admit that apartment-hunting was not easy 
when she first moved to Chicago from Dal- 
las three years ago. She found many buildings 
that accepted dogs, but the dogs had to be on 
the smaller side, and Trey weighs more than 
70 pounds. 

“That really reduced the options I had,” she 
said. 

She feels that Chicago is a pet-friendly city. 

“I feel accepted everywhere,” Thibodeaux, 
35, said. “I can take him into some restaurants, 
and there are a lot of pet services available 
here, so I think it’s a good city.” 

The cost of having a pet in Chicago is not 
a concern for Thibodeaux, but she has had is- 
sues with dog-walking services. 

“I would say it’s kind of hard to find a 
good, reliable dog walker in the city,” she said. 
“There’s a lot of people that offer services, but 
in my three years I’ve had trouble with a lot of 
them. But the prices are on average, I think, 
comparable to other cities. I moved up from 
Dallas and the cost of walking a dog is about 
the same.” 

Like so many pet owners, Thibodeaux can- 
not imagine life without her furry friend, and 
moving to Chicago without Trey would have 
been undoable. 

“A majority of his life—I’ve had him for 1 
years—we were in Texas, and if there was any 
idea that moving to Chicago I couldn’t have 
him, I wouldn’t have moved to Chicago,” she 
said.

Wingsuit pros 
streak through 
the sky at 200 mph

oe Ridler’s colorblindness pre- 
vented him from fulfilling his 
childhood dream of piloting a 
fighter jet like Tom Cruise in 
“Top Gun,” but now he’s got the 
next best thing. 

For the past two years, he’s been routinely 
jumping out of planes while wearing a wing- 
suit, a high-tech device that turns his body into 
a makeshift aircraft capable of high-altitude 
stunts Batman could only dream of. 

“I found this and it’s helped bring my dream 
of flight back in life,” said Ridler, a 35-year-old 
Pilsen resident. “To fly around the sky with- 
out an engine or anything beneath it is like 
nothing else.” 

Ridler is just one of dozens of skilled sky- 
divers from all over the country converging at 
Chicagoland Skydiving Center in nearby Ro- 
chelle, Ill, this week to take flight in the first 
National Championships of Wingsuit Flying. 

The puffy suits certainly don’t look like 
much when they’re earthbound. Travis Mick- 
le looked ridiculous walking around in his 
cherry-red wingsuit while gearing up with his 
three-man Wicked Wingsuit team for a prac- 
tice jump recently. It was as if he were wearing 
a Snuggie crossed with a camping tent. 

But after being dropped out of a small plane 
from 14,000 feet, his suit inflated and trans- 
formed him into a human glider who sped 
horizontally through the Illinois sky at speeds 
reaching nearly 200 mph. 

“My ex-girlfriend got me into it, and I 
didn’t enjoy at first, especially since I’m a little 
heavier. But now I can’t get enough of it,” said 
Mickle, 29, who now works as a professional 
wingsuiter and lives onsite at the Rochelle air- 
port. “Clouds are my favorite thing because 
you can fly around them and it gives you a 
reference for how fast you’re going. You really 
feel like you’re an airplane.” 

But not even the most nimble of airplanes 
have the dexterity and control of wingsuit 
pros. They can gently glide or zip across the 
sky and perform front flips—all during the 
same jump. 

“Imagine being on a roller coaster without 
the rails and restriction,” Ridler said. “Think 
of the suit as an energy retention device. You 
can change your body position and harness 
that potential energy to do all sorts of things.” 

During the Performance half of this week’s 
championships, participants must contort 
their bodies to achieve three goals; there are 
separate jumps for longest flight, farthest dis- 
tance and fastest horizontal speed. GPS units 
plugged into their helmets record precise data 
and tell judges how fast they’re going and how

far they've gone. 

The Acrobatic discipline of the champion- 
ships asks teams of two flyers to perform vari- 
ous formations and tricks while a videographer 
captures the footage to play for judges. The 
winners will be crowned national champions 
and qualify for a future world championship. 

The creation of an annual competition by 
a governing body (the United States 
Parachute Association) is further 
proof of the skyrocketing 
popularity of the still-young 
sport of wingsuit flying, 
which was first devel- 
oped commercially in 
1999. 

“Wingsuit flying is 
the fastest-growing dis- 
cipline in skydiving right 
now,” said Nancy Koreen, 
director of sport promotion 
for the USPA. “Skydiving has 
always been a cutting-edge aerial 
sport, and this is just another example 
of skydiving pushing the limits of human 
flight.” 

Sometimes those limits are pushed even 
further. A segment of extreme wingsuit fliers 
engage in illegal terrain flying, or the art of 
gliding in close proximity to cliffs or tree lines 
at speeds exceeding 150 mph, often while 
wearing helmets equipped with cameras.

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The footage of some of these dangerous 
stunts racks up millions of YouTube views, 
which has in turn encouraged more daredevil 
stunts.

Dean Potter and Graham Hunt—were killed 
in a wingsuit accident in Yosemite Na- 
tional Park in May.

“You're adding a suit to the mix, and every 
time you add another piece of equipment, 
you're adding another complication,” he said.
